THE TO WEE OF THE GOVERN- 
MENT TO IMPOSE PENAL- 
TIES FOR NON-PAYMENT OF 
TAXES. 

A Quebec Judge, Llr. Justice Johnson, 
has decided that interost, or any consider- 
ation representing it, cannot legally be 
chiuiged' on' arrears of taxes. — Toronto 
Globe. 

"NVe published the substance of the 
above paragraph on Thursday, and took 
the posiliQn-^«s"we have always done — 
that the Shylockian rates of 25 and 
18 per cent, impo.sed for arrears of tax- 
ation in this Province arc illegal. The 
Government organ — which endorses 
and approves of the grasping proiJensi- 
ties of its masters— in yesterday's is- 
;BU8 asserted that no decision of the na- 
-ture quoted was made; at least, that if 
made it applied to the poivcr of iMuni- 
cipalities and not to that of Provincial 
Legislatures. If the reader will exam- 
ine the extract we make above he will 
see that the decision is not confined to 
arrears of taxation duo Municipalities. 
It.refers to fl?i "arrears of taxes," whe- 
ther Municipal, Provincial or Federal. 
But did it refer to Municipalities, the 
contention of our contemporary would 
not hold good, because by a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of Canada 
■we find that the powers of a Provincial 
Government are "Municipal in t/icir 
character and scope." What was it 
one of the Supreme Court J udges said 
about the use of Her jNIajesty's name 
in the titles of Provincial /Vets? That 
the use was a piece of "impudent as- 
sumption," entirely illegal and might 
with as much propriety precede the By- 
laws of a petty Town Council as the 
Acts of a Provincial Legislature ' Tiiia 
decision ruftlcd the dignity of cox- 
. comb office-holders, who had greatly 
magnified their positions and were 
even supposed to arrogate to themselves 
the right to make treaties with foreign 
powers; but it was a wholesome thing, 
nevertheless, to remind Provincial 
cfficeholdors who are accustomed to put 
on airs that they are not higher in the 
sight of the Canadian Constitution than 
a hogreeve or a bumbailiff. A won- 
derful breadth of intellect enables our 
contemporary to discover that because 
the collection of the penalty is author- 
ized by an Act of tiie Local Jjegi.sla- 
turo, which ha.s received the .sanction 
of the Dominion Government, therefore 
it must be legal. Our contemporary is 
evidently an optimist — whatever is is 
right with him; but if he will tarn to 
the Franchise Act of the Province and 
compare it with the decision of J udgo 
Gray on the Chinese Tax Act he will 
see that the former is as unconstitu- 
tional as the latter; and yet the Fran- 
chise Act — which imposes a restriction 
that is repugnant to Imperial treaties 
and is therefore illegal, received the sanc- 
tion of the Dominion Government as 
well as the Provincial Tax Act. The 
organ gloats over the fact that largo 
sums of money have beeji scooped into 
the Treasury during the past few days 
under a threat to impose 25 and 18 per 
cent, additional as penalties, and re- 
joices to know that the "list of those 
who have been deluded by the per- 
nicious teaching of The Colonist into 
omitting to pay up will prove to be very 
inconsiderable." Pray, how long is it 
since the Stamianl advised its readers 
to pay no taxes at all, and by its "per- 
nicious teaching" induced several citi- 
zens unlearned in the law to refuse to 
meet the demands of the tuxgathercr 
until the Government had distrained 
for the amounts due? No more than 
two years and a-half ago the Standard 
opposed taxation in any form or shape ; 
now it is found approving not only of 
the general principle of taxation but 
congratulating the public on the collec- 
tion of usurious interest as well. TJie 
Colonist has never refused to recognize 
the obligation of all citizens to con- 
tribute towai-ds the support of tlie 
Government of the country under 
whose flag they enjoy protection of life 
and property and the blessing of free 
edusation. But avo have warned them 
that when they pay illegal exactions 
they are submiting to tyranny. Sub- 
mission to injustice is disloyalty, for 
as Junius says, "the subject who is 
truly loyal will neither advise nor 
submit to arbitrary measures." We 
entertain no doubt that Jlr. Justice 
Johnson of Quebec is right and that 
our Attorney General is again wrong. 
The power to levy on goods and realty 
for nonpayment of taxes is uudisput- 
ftblc, but there exists no power under 
the Constitution to impost a higher 
rate of taxation in case of delinquency, 
and we are glad to learn that some rc- 
fndned from paying their'toxes on the 
30th ult with the object of testing the 
legality of on Act which is a shameful 
outrage on the taxpayer. 



THE CITY OF CHESTER. 

Passengers who roach here by the 
steamship City of Chester invariably 
declaim against the vessel as the great- 
est "roller" and "pitcher" afloat. Her 
accomplishments in these respects are 
said to excel the City of Panama, and 
she was a terror to tho.se who "went 
down to the sea" semi-occasioually. 
We are told that to escape sea-sickness 
on the Cityj of- . Chester a man must 
have a stomach like an ostrich— the bird 
that is said to he able to swallow and 
retain a quart of castor oil undisguised 
and to grow fat on a diet composed of 
brass filings and iron spikes. The 
passenger list of the City of Chester is 
always light (albeit she is admirably 
officered and manned, and is staunch 
and well-found) for the reason that peo- 
ple grow sick at the stomach at the 
barn mention of a sea-voyage . in her. 
The Dakota, on the other hand, carries 
most of tho passenger.s, simply because 
she is equally well officered, manned 
and found, and enjoys the reputation 
^piheing a steady ship. It is said that

Portland-San Francisco route because 
no one who could help it would travel 
by a vessel whicli is .so habitually 
polite as to make a profound obeis- 
ance to every wave that crosses her 
track. The^cpntra^t of ',the Mail Com- 
pany with the oTOers of the' City of 
Chester will expire in tho course of a 
few days and tho interests of the com- 
pany would cortainly be subserved by 
the withdrawal of the obnoxious steam- 
er and the substitution of n boat of 
steadier habits. 



a. ir. M. REYXOLDS. 

G. W. M. Reynolds, the London 
journalist, whose death, is aunoimccd, 
was an advanced radical ata time when 
there was some risk in the expression 
of extromo opinions in England. As a 
political writer he was opposed to con- 
stituted authority, denouncing church 
and state with equal fervor. In short, 
ho was an atheist, and reviled all that 
men commonly held sacred. His at- 
tacks on the royal family were brutal. 
As a writer of liction ho was "sensa- 
tional," appealing to the worst pasaion.s 
of his readers. "His "iMystery of tho 
Court of London is a sample ; but the 
love tales in his MiaceUany, to which 
his wife contributed, were of a decided- 
ly immoral character. However, of 
late ygars many writers have traveled 
the same road to fame and fortune. 
Rei/nulds' Miscdluni/ contained nothing 
broader than "Ouida's" novels. Ke 
attacked the late Liberator in his week- 
ly newspaper with all tho malevolence 
of his nature, and O'Connkll retorted 
by denouncing him as the son of a cel- 
ebrated Irish informer, who had earn- 
ed more blood money from "tho cas- 
tle " than any other of the infamous 
wretches that betrayed their countiy- 
men, at the close of the last century, 
to their English oppressors. Rey- 
nolds made an attempt to deny his 
paternity, and claimed to be the son of 
a captain in tho British navy; but 0' 
CoNNELL stuck to his accusation, and 
the matter remained in doubt It is 
impossible to point to a single act of 
tho lato writer's life, or to any product 
of his pen, which benefited or ennobled 
his fellow men.

Tho Intomational Oricket Match. 

The weatlicr yoatertliiy was anything 
but favorablo for crickot. Rain coin- 
monced to fall at daybroak and continued, 
almosi wthout intennisaion, until noon. 
The match, therefore, between the Port- 
land eleven niul the team sulocted to rop- 
roaont tlie A'ictoiia Cricket Clul) eoukl 
not conveniently be commenced at 10 
o'clock, the hour li.\cd for wickets to bo 
pitchccl. The elevens a-ssemblod in the 
morning at the Park Hotel, Beacon Hill, 
whore the Portlanders are quartered, and 
whiled away the time .as be.st they could 
until the elements condescended to bocomo 
propitious. This occurred to a certain 
degree about 12 o'clriek, when Mr. Ben- 
'-liett, captain of the A'ictoria eleven, and 
Mr. Andrews, ctiptain of the Oret,'on 
team, tossed for choice of innings. Mr. 
Bennett won and elected to go to the bat 
first. After a brief delay Layton and 
Howard were seat in tii roprcHent tlie 
Victorians to the Ijuwliiig of jVIa.-twcll 
from tlio upper wicket and ivinross from 
-the tlowor. Play commenced at .12:20 p. 
M^, Layton opening the scoring by placing 
the last ball of iMa.xweH's first over fur 
one. Kinross made a bad commencement, 
bo)vl.ing 4 wides in succession in his first 
over and beini; cut for 2 and played for 
1 by Layton. 'J'he bowling, however, 
rapidly improved and maiden overs fol- 
lowed for some time. Layton next in- 
creased his score by getting Maxwell away 
to log for 2 and placing him in 
the slips for a similar number. Howard 
got Kinross U) leg for 2 and 1, l)ut wa.s 
soon afterwards bowled by Ma.xwell. (bic 
wicket down for 18 runs. Tye took the 
vacant wicket and hit Kinross to the off 
for a single. Layton added several to his 
account, but he was not destined to have 
Tyo'a companj' long as the latter was 
caught by Gilman al long oil'. Two wickets 
down for 2^ runs. The next man in was 
Poolej', who soon hit Kinross to leg for 3. 
It was then 1 o'cbx'k and the elevens ad- 
journed for lunch, which was served at 
the'Pjftk Hotel. I'lay was resumed at 
1:45 and very .shortly afterwards . Pooloy 
was caught off Maxwell by Croighton at 
cover point, having nuido only 4. This 
brought the score to three wickets down 
for 32 runs and for a time . the 
match looked more favorablo for the 
Portlanders. Bennett, liowevcr, com- 
menced to liifc very freely — he alway.s 
playa with <a free bat — and rapidly 
compiled 20 runs. In the mean time 
Layton, altliough iil.'iying cautiously, had 
materially augmented the se(,re, but had 
given a chance in the slips which was de- 
clined by Andrews. An over or two af- 
terwards Bennett sent one back to Kin- 
ross who failed to hold it. Huns continued 
to come cjuickly, Bennett making several 
very good hits to log but eventually being 
bowled by IMaxwell for a very acceptable 
innings of 37. Four wickets down for 90 
ruiis. Rome followed Bennett and con- 
tinuod the stand made with Layton, who 
was missed by AVobb at long .slip. A 
change of bowling was now deemed ad- 
visable ;vnd Paelon went on in place of 
Kinross at the lower wickot with tlio score 
at 120, Rome, who had been playing 
well, returned a ball to Maxwell, who 
made a good attempt to secure it, but it 
proved too Ijot, Kiprogs missed Layton 
at point olT Maxwell, who v.iw made way 
for Andrews at the upper wicket. The 
rain, which had hold oil' since the com- 
mencement of the match, began to descend 
again and the fielding became somewhat 
loose. Home, after putting together 13 
in good .style, placed a ball from Andrews 
into Crcighton's hands at point and retir- 
ed with the .scoro at 134 for five wickets. 
Eberts followed, but had not stayed long 
when Layton was bowled by Andrews for 
a careful, oltliough not faultless innings 



of 58. As he approached the scoring tent 
he was loudly applauded by the specta- 
tors, the number of whom had been con- 
siderablj' augmented by this time. Dawson 
joined Eberts with the scoro at 14G, but 
after making a single was clean bowled by 
Andrews. Eberts was playing very well 
and had placed several balls very nicely 
in the slips. On Dawson receiving his 
quiei\fi J. Wilson occupied the vacant 
wicket and Kinross was substituted for 
Paelcn at the lower end. In hia second 
over after the ch.ange ho dismissed Eberts 
who had contributed 18, .and with tlie 
scoro at 103 Drake went in. Wilson, 
after making a couple and two singles, 
drove Kinross for 3, but was soon 
afterwards bowled by Andrews. Jones, 
the last man to go 'in, -'in company 
with Drake made a considerable stand 
and kept the field busy for some time. 
Ho was evontu.ally bowled by Kinross for 
9, and Drake hatl the honor of carrying 
his bat out for just a dozen. Tho inningr 
concluded for a total of lO'J, of which no 
less than 36 were extras, including 25 
wides. After a short delay the innings 
of tho Portland tciim commenced, Creigh- 
ton and JMolson going to tho wickets to 
tho bowling of Pooley at tho upper end 
and Eberts at tho lower. After seven 
overs had been bowlod a change Wiis 
made, Eberts bowling slow undor-hand 
from tho upper end. The change resulted 
boneiicially to the Yictoriana as Molson, 
after making a single, placed one of the 
slows into Howard's hands at short log. 
Gilman took Molson'a place but speedily 
fell a victim to Eberts' " lobs " without 
contributing to tho score. Two wickets 
were now down for 5 runs and apprehen- 
sions began to be felt for tho Oregonians. 
Crocker, Avho it was underatood wtis one 
of their best bats, then wont in, and 
openeil his account with 2 off Eberts, but 
was almost immediately afterwards thrown 
out by Wilson. Three wickets down and 
only 10 runs nnido. When Kinross, how- 
ever, took his place at the wicko> ro- 
linquiahod by Crocker it was thought 
probable ho would reverse the condition 
of affairs and there wore apparently good 
grounds for the expectation. Croighton 
having made a single to leg oil' Bonnott, 
the slows wei-e taken oil' and Pooley's 
round-hand was substituted at the up- 
per end. This seemed to suit Kin- 
ross for ho drove tho last ball of 
tho first over for 4 — one of tho best hits 
of tho dfty — and in rapid succession com- 
piled 13, most of which wore oft" Pooley. 
At this stage he was badly missed by 
Dawson at long on, but tho next ball 
Croighton gavo Bennett a chance at point 
which ho accepted amidst llio applause of 
tho spectators. Croighton had made 5 
and, with tho score standing at four wick- 
ets down for 30, Kinross was joined by 
Maxwell, who commenced with a hit to 
leg for 2 oil' Pooley. His life, however, 
was very sliort as before ho had increased 
his score he put one up to long ' oil' which 
was bciiutif ullj- taken by Eberts who had to 
run a long dist.anee to secure it. The catch 
was heartily and deservedly applauded 
Andrews, the Captain of tho visiting team, 
was tho next man in, and he liad been at 
tho wickets only a very .short lime when 
I Kinross made tlie hit of the day, getting 
; a ball from Pooley clear away to square 
I log for fl. The hit w.as the signal for ro- 
I newed applause, but a minute later Pooley 
I had "sweet revenge " by taking Kinross' 
! centre stump clean out of the gnnind. 
Kinross played a lively and useful innings 
for 21. Six wickets were now down for 
41, and at 0:30 p.m. time was called.

London, June 19. — Tho Times, apro- 
pos of the speech by Sir Stafford North- 
cote last night at tho banquet, which 
di.scuascs the (piestions now engaging 
the Uovennneiil's attention from tho 
view of a probable early dissolution 
of Parliament, says it is obvious that on 
all sides there are indications of the ab- 
pi'oach of a great electoral struggle. 
'I'lio great questions of foreign policy 
which have occupied the mind of the 
country for the last few years are rapid- 
ly ai)proacliing asolution. When the 
time comes for the English people to 
say how the iMiiiistcra have di.scharged 
their trust they will not fail to bear 
in mind the difficulties tho Government 
had to encounter, as well as their meth- 
od of dealing with them. It is pre- 
mature to form .1 final judgment of the 
whole cnsfi, but it is also evident from 
this speech that the Ministry feel the 
moment for pronouncing such a judg- 
ment is not far off. 

The centenary of the Derby was cele- 
brated this year in tiie presence of an 
iinnionse eoncoursc, royalty being rep- 
rpscnte<l by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, the Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, tlie Duke and Duchess of Teck 
and the Crown Prince of Denmark. 
The weather proved much plcasanter 
than was anticiiiated, and tlie field of 
competitors for the blue riband larger 
than was expected. The race was 
chielly noticcalile for tho slow pace at 
which it was run and the overthrow of 
the favorites. 

Another of those cases in wliich the 
marriage of a Krenehtnau witli an Eng- 
lisliwoniaii, madu in perfect good faith 
on the side of tho latter, has been an- 
nulled by a French Court renders a re- 
newal warning necessary.

Odessa, June 19. — -Numerousarrests 
were made at daybreak on the 13th, 
including students, professors and muni- 
cipal employes. Thirty-six prisoners 
have been sent to Archangel. They 
are not aware of any offence except 
that they are Liberals. 

During the excitement attending the 
remarks of M. de Cass.agnac yesterday, 
several figlits occurred at the foot of 
tlio tribune between Bonapartists and 
members of tho Extreme Left, but the 
ushers separated the combatants beforo 
much damage was done. 

Several Nihilists have been extradit- 
eil from Germany by order of the Gov- 
ernment. 

London, June 17.— There were num- 
erous exciting scenes in the House of 
Commons last night, owing to the Irish 
members adroitly using their obstruc- 
tive tactics in delaying the voting on 
estimates, ^ilessrs. Parnell, O'Donnell, 
Sullivan and Power were repeatedly 
called to order by the Speaker. 

A glance at the advertising columns 
of the Glasgow newspapers tells more 
jilainly than language tho depth of 
misery that has , been created by tho 
bank failure. The Herald has had to 
issue supplements to accommodate its 
advertising in the department of 
auction sales of household furniture; 
and the columns of tho Mail, News, 
Citizen and Tinu's are crowded by the 
same class of advertisements. They 
are tho epitaphs on household graves, 
in which lie buried ail of comfort that 
many will havo known when they have 
travelled into tlio beyond. 

After being on strike nearly eighteen 
months, the bellringers of Lancaester 
Church, Consett, have returned to their 
posts. Prior to strike the bellringers, 
six in number, had free access to the 
belfry, whercthey occasionally, it was al- 
leged, indulged in a game of cards.

Sho Doings of an Animal that v&a 
Stolon from Lord. Sufierin. 



A bulldog that was stolen from Lord 
Dufferiu in Canada, a year ago, turned 
up lately in Terro Haute, whore she 
killed a Texas .steer in a street fight. 
Col. Burns, of Evansville, bought her 
for $1 10, and fastened her in his stable. 
The Evannville Journal of last Wed- 
nesday said: — "Yesterday, while the 
Colonel was leading a horse worth $1,- 
000 past the dog, she leaped towards 
the horse with such tremendous force 
that the collar snappotl like a string. 
She buried her teeth in the hor.se's 
flesh. Col. Burns seized the dog by the 
throat with both hands, and burling 
her back, throw himself upon hor as she 
fell. She tore his shirt into threads. 
At last, with his heavy boot heel he 
planted a blow on the forehead which 
stunned the beast. The Journal of 
Thursday said : — "Col. Burns was sit- 
ting on horseback at his front gato 
yesterday morning, when the spotted 
bulldog dashed out the side gate, hav- 
ing snapped tho cast-iron chain. Ho 
whipped his horse into a gallop and 
followed. Capt. App, of the police, 
was coming down the street in his 
barouche when tho dog dashed toward 
his horse and made a leap at his throat. 
The horse shied to escape the danger, 
overthrowing the barouche, and hurl- 
ing Capt. App against a siiade tree 
with such force as to dislocate thp right 
el'oow. On Parrett street the furious 
dog met a lad and seized him by thecol- 
lar of hia coat. Both rolled ofl' the walk 
and down the embankment. Col. Burns 
attacked the dog with tiio butt of a 
heavy whip and knocked him senseless. 
The horse ran away during the fight 
and has not been recovered. Tlio dog 
was hauled home still senseless." Tho 
Journal of Friday said : "Marshal 
Laiigolf went to tlie stabki to see tlie 
dog yesterday. She lazily yawned and 
pretended to fawn, while her great red 
chops, hanging down, were opened and 
closed indolently. Langolf went to 
pat her head gently, when she leaped 
at his throat. Tho stout trace held her 
back, though her [laws caught in the 
Marshal's vest and brought him down 
to his knees. He drew his revolver 
and put two bullets through her head. 
With a few struggles the ferocious 
beast died."
